IT MURDER 

Cathel O’Shannon followed with 
a severe indictment of the govern- 
ment. He declared the executions 
would shock the conscience of the 
world: they were nothing short of 
murders, and the whole 
proved the incompetence of 
government.

TO BASE HERE 


Every First-Line Ship is 
Coming to Harbor 
Navy's Plans 
New Dreadnaughts Will 


Have Room to Maneuver 


Action of the Navy Department 
yesterday made Los Angeles Har- 
bor, Uke Carthage and Tyre, & 
synonym for maritime force. The 
mightiest fleet afloat, totaling 462,- 
800 tons, will ride at anchor in 
the gateway of the Southwest as 
the battle force of the United 
States fleet. first-line fight- 
ing ship ‘in the United States Navy 
will claim this port as its home 
base, and the fleet will be augment- 
ed by a fast force of scout cruisers, 
submarines, aircraft and destroyers 
‘in addition to the auxiliaries of 
the Force. “ 

Admiral Edward W. Eberle, com- 
manding what was until last night 
the Pacific Fleet, yesterday ex- 
plained the plan of the organiza- 
tion of the United States Fieet 
under the supreme command of 
Admiral F. Jones. 


ALL COMING WEST 

“All the first-line battleships are 
being sent to the Pacific under my 
command because conditions here 
are more favorable for maneuvers, 
target practice and the training of 
personnel,” explained Admiral 
Eberle. “Better results are also 
obtained when the fleet trains as 
a unit, instead of being split up 
on two coasts, 

“All of our new superdread- 
naughts will come to Los Angeles 
as fast as they are completed,” he 
continued, “the first of these being 
the Maryland, which joins us at 
Panama in February... Later the 
West Virginia and now 
nearing completion on the Mast 
Coast, will come around. 

“Plans for the consolidation of 
the two fleets have been under 
way for the last eighteen montha. 
All recent vessel assignments ve 
been toward that end and 
move has been hastened by the 
Approach of the Panama manéeu- 
vers of the entire fleet next Febru- 
ary and March.” he concluded.
